The Amethyst has been at 
anchor. in the Yangtve River since 
last April 20, whea she was shell- 
ed by Chinese Communist shore 
batteries and ran aground on Rose 
Island, 60 miles downstream from 


Na nking. 


This was before Nanking fell to 
'the Communists. At that time 
British casualties aboard the 1,490- 
ton Amethyst included 17 dead and 
120 wounded. 

Normally the Amethyst carries 
men but only 86 were aboard 
maae its dash to 
freedom. 

The Amethyst was 
British warships tnat were fired 
on in the Yangtze last April. The 
gunfire killed 44 Rritish sailors. 

The Admiralty announcement on 
the escape said the Amethyst man- 
aged to slip around an obstacle at 
Kinagyin and continued down- 
Kinagyin is about 55 miles 
on the way to the 
East China Sea. 

The Admiralty said it had been 
advised by the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Far Kast Naval Forces 
that when the Amethyst slipped 
her moorings in her escape try 
she immediately came under fire 
of shore guns.

The way bi-partisanship has broken down is 
very simple indeed. The foundation stone of the 
whole system was continuous exchange of in- 
formation, and continuous consultation on policy, 
between the leaders of the Administration and 
the leaders of the Republican Party in Congress. 
This was essential, because the Republicans could 
not and cannot be expected to go along blindly 
with any policy presented to them at the last 
minute, as an accomplished fact. 


The most imporiant exchange of informa- 
tion and ideas was always between the chief 
officials of the State Department and Senator 
Vandenberg, then commanding foreign affairs 
expert of the Republicans in the Senate. 
Since his return from Paris, Secretary of 
State Dean G. Acheson has only seen Sen- 
ator Vandenberg, at least until a few days 
ago, at two or three purely formal and gen- 
eral conference. This startling fact is suffi- 
cient proof that bi-partisanship Is at an end. 


The excuse given for the avoidance of the man 
who was formerly the State Department’s chief 
collaborator is highly formal to say the least. 
Previously, it is said, Senator Vandenberg was 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
which provided a foundation for collaboration. 
Now, it is added, the committee chairman 1s 
Senator Tom Connally, of Texas, who openly 
resented Vandenberg’s pre-eminence In the past, 
and would grow very touchy now if Vandenberg 
and the other Republicans were still consulted. 

It is certainly true that Senator Connally’s 
sensitivity constitutes an obstacle to the continua- 
tion of bi-partisanship. But what is now neces- 
sary is not at all the sort of system thet prevailed 
when the Republicans had control of the Senate. 
In those days, Under Secretary of State Robert 
Lovett worked for an hour or so with Senator 
Vandenberg almost every afternoon. And {yp this 
remarkable and productive partnership, we di- 
rectly owe the Atlantic Pact and many other 
great achievements. 

The need today, however, is only for a 
resumption, on a resonable, modified plan, 
of the normal exchange of information and 
prior consultation on policy without which 
any bi-partisanship is wholly impossible. And 
if Senator Connally objects to this much, his 
objection ought to be overruled.

Rather early in the game, there were very 
clearly indications that the system had not en- 
deared itself to President Truman and his en- 
tourage, because it clothed the Republicans with 
too much credit for the great achievements in 
the field of foreign affairs. The system was 
tolerated, however, although with visible distaste, 
until the grand election crisis. Then, when Lovett 
and Forrestal maintained bi-partisan consultation 
on foreign policy through the months of Sep- 
tember and October before the voting, all sorts 
of charges of “disloyalty” were leaked out by 
the White House group. It is certainly not a 
bad bet that the present situation originated, at 
least in part, in the White House attitude toward 
bi-partisanship that crystallized at that time. 
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Fortunately, there is still no reason why 
the error cannot be remedied. It is time for 
everyone to swallow his pride (and this in- 
cludes the Republicans) and re-institute bi- 
partisanship in foreign affairs without further 
delay.

Do Librarians Ever Marry?

they used to say about the members of one of the most satirized but most valu- 


able and least appreciated professions in the world. 


When I was studying to 


become one of those graduates back in the good old days, L. B. H. (Long Before 
b Hitler), I firmly believed in that dictum: if you were a librarian, you’d be safe for- 


ever from death and matrimony. 


all-in wrestlers have dainty, little wives back 
home in Boise, Idaho; and the Caspar Milque- 
toasts of this world say “I do” to determined 
Amazons. 


So, as even librarians succumb to matri- 
mony, even as they have been known to 
die—but usually when they are in their 80s 
and not at 42—of heart disease. This is not 
to say that they do not work; on the con- 
trary, as | well know from experience, they 
labor long and hard. But there ts ‘n libra- 
ries such an air of peace, a cluistered air. an 
absence of rivalry, of tension, of the com- 
petitive spirit which characterizes so “many 
businesses. And nobody és trying to sell any- 
body anything. Whenever | drop into the 
reference room at Carnegie Cibrary in At- 
lanta after a harassing morning of shopping 
or business, the feeling that it is a sanctuary, 
a spiritual oasis, is so strong that I wonder 
why I ever said “good-bye to all that.” 


Recently Miss Tommie Dora Barker, head of 
Emory University Library School, reminded me 
of a wisecrack I once made on a radio broadcast. 
It was during an interview following the publi. 
cation of “Blackberry Winter” that | was asked 
about my earlier activities and mentioned attend- 
ance at library school. “That makes me a fin- 
ished librarian,” I quipped, “finished forever.” 

Well. in that case, I owe libraries a handsome 
apology and I am going to make it. It is true 
that in my younger days 1 was frequently 
amused at requests which came to the desk. 
When 1 was asked one day for a “good novel for 
my 16-year-old daughter who is a blonde,” I was 
sorely tempted to reply, “Do you want it in pink 
or blue? Size 36?” And I admit further that 
I was strongiy influenced by Miss Frances New- 
man’s satirization of library life, “The Goldfish 
Bowl.” What I failed to appreciate fully was the 
fact that Miss Newman herself, the author of 
this extremely witty and delightful work, was a 
librarian. 7 

Now I can truthfully say—to paraphrase Will 
Rogers—that I have never met a librarian whom 
I did not like. Young people, faced with the aw- 
ful problem of choosing a career, might be wise 
to judge the various professions by the people 
who practice them. And if I had mine to do over 
again, I shouldn’t be in such a hurry to say 
that I was “finished forever” with library work. 


It can, of course, become monotonous. I 
recall complaining of that once to dear “Miss

Consuelo’s mother also enjoyed quoting the 
comment of Debby, her dark Mississippi maid, 
who didn’t think much of the English nobility’s 
“plantations.” When Debby was taken over to 
EFurope and shown this and that, she yawned. 
As the family pointed to the historic Tiber River, 
Debby sniffed her ultimate in criticism:

HY is it that psychiatrists, those physi- 
clans Who are so adept at straighten- 
ing out the kinks in other people’s lives, 


sometimes find themselves powerless to untangle 


the snarled skein of their own family patterns? 

Take, for instance, the recent experience of 
Dr. Irving I. Edgar of Detroit, well-known psy- 
chiatrist whose understanding of the complicated 
activity of the human mind has aided many 
women patients. 

Dr. Edgar was divorced from his wife, Claire, 
49, last Dec. 18 after a two-year court battle in 
which he charged she was quarrelsome and 
nagging, scratched him and accused him falsely 
of indiscretions.

that Lilly was moody and “cantankerous,” sub- 
jecting him to “abusive tirades in the presence 
of patients.” Jealous of his social progress, he 
said, she refused to meet his guests and ran away 
when he invited anyone to their home. 
Disturbed and humiliated, Dr. Josephs de- 
clared, he lost job after job at various clinics 
where he was consulting psychiatrist, until he 
was reduced to sweeping streets in Chicago to 
buy food for their two children. In 1942 he sued 


Dr. Edgar Said He Was Humiliated When His 


Ex-Wife Phoned Him 20 Times a Day to Call 
Him “a Psychopathic Personality.” 


At a subsequent property settlement hearing 
Dr. Edgar complained that his ex-wife heckled 
him with 20 to 30 telephone calls a day. Ife 
introduced the following wire-recorded phone 
conversation: 

Mrs. Edgar: Aren't you ashamed of vyour- 
self? You make $75,000 a year and tell the 
government you only make $12,000, You will 
have to commit suicide. 

Dr. Edgar: Why don’t you leave me alone? 

Mrs. Edgar: I am going to drag your name 
through the mud. You spend your money on 
women. Who is more entitled to that money 
than your own wife? 

He also testified that his wife called him a 
‘nsychopathic personality.” 

Mrs. Edgar, after ignoring an injunction, 
was found guilty of contempt and given a year's 
suspended sentence. 

Another case in point was the experience 
of Dr. Icio Josephs, Chicago psychiatrist, who 
met his wife, the former Lilly Feigel, during 
the black depression days of post-World War I in 
Austria. Then a student of the great Sigmund 
Freud, Josephs said that, like a Pygmalion 
fashioning his Galatea, he married Lilly and 
sought to transform her into his alter ego. 

“She appeared beautiful but frivolous; at- 
tractive but lacking in the serious values of life,” 
he explained later. 

Carefully, he said, he taught her poetry, his- 
tory and philosophy and developed her into the 
sort of person he most desired. But, somewhere, 
lespite his psychiatric training, he slipped 

In his suit for divorce in 1946 he charged 
31. 
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for divorce, which was denied him. Lilly won 
a suit for separate maintenance. Then he re- 
gained, his professional standing and built up 
a private practice. He won his second suit for 
divorce, later remarrying. 

Dr. Gregory Zilboorg, Russian-born, world- 
famous New York psychiatrist, was an expert 
at ridding patients of inhibitions, fixations, pho- 
bias, hallucinations and the like—but he could 
not Keep his first marriage together. 

When his wife, Ray, divorced him in Reno 
she said: 

“T have no

Sacajawea, later to be known as the Bird 
Woman, was nine years old when the raiding 
Blackfeet carried her away. Somewhere near 
the site of the city of Bismarck, N. D., she came 
into the possession of Toussaint Charbonneau, a 
French half-breed—according to one version he 
bought her: according to another, he won her 
in a gambling game. At any rate, when she 
was 14 he married her. 

The year was 1804. That fall a party of 60 
white men poled_up the Missouri River in clumsy 
mackinaw boats and built a fort for the winter 
near the Mandan village in which Charbonneau 
was living with his child bride. It was the 
history-making exploratory expedition led by 
Meriwether Lewis, secretary to President Jeffer- 
son, and William Clark, a virile young frontiers- 
man. 

They inquired if anyone knew about the land 
that lay to the west and learned that Sacajawea 
could still remember the way back to her home- 
land on the western slope of the Rockies. When 
the spring floods had washed the ice out of the 
river, the explorers set out again, accompanied 
by Charbonneau, the Bird Woman and their 
infant son, ‘strapped firmly to the back of his 
mother. 

Sacajawea soon won the loyalty and respect 
of every member of the party. She guided them 
unerringly up the proper forks of the Missourl.

“In fact,”-says Mrs, Julia H. Elsen, head of

School, “leftovers can be very palatable.” 

One thing should be Kept in mind, however. 
Food that has been cooked and re-cooked has 
lost most of its vitamin and mineral content. 
So if you're planning to use left-over meats, 
boost your taste appeal and your vitamin content 
with fresh vegetables. Combine them with the 
meat in a casserole dish. 

Or if the Vegetables are left over, too, serve 
a fresh fruit cup, a tossed green salad and whole 
wheat bread or muffins, to make sure your man 
gets his vitamins. a 

Don't let Grandma see this, but most young 
brides who come to the Y.W.C,A. for cooking 
don’t even know how to boil an egg properly. 

The right way to do it, as taught at Ballard, 
is to put enough water in a sauce pan to cover 
the eggs.

Good coffee seems to be the stumbling block 
of even the best of cooks.

The crime was discovered at 9:45 of a sultry 
August morning in 1898——Tuesday, the 16th 
by Mary Higgins, a chambermaid in the empleo, 
of the Grand Hotel, Broadway and 3lst St 
Manhattan.

Hiaving entered, she 
had beheld, to the wild 
accompaniment of her 
own screams, the body 
of a beautiful, : fash- 
lonably dressed young 
woman lying face down 
on the floor. 

Police officers from 
the West 30th St. sta- 
tion, who were soon 
joined by Chief of De- 
tectives McClusky, dis- 
covered the probable 
murder weapon the in- 
stant they stepped in- 
side the door. : Jt was 
a piece of lead pipe re- 
inforced with a length 
of iron and taped: at 
one end, which they 
found on the floor a few 
feet from the blond- 
haired victim. 

Coroner’s Physician 
©’Hanlon said that she 
had been struck in the 
head several times, but 
that one blow, on the 
back of the neck, would 
have been sufficient to 
‘ause death. He esti- 
mated that she had 
been dead at least eight 
hours, which fixed the 
crime at about 2 a. m. 

The body lay by the 
bed, which was against 
a wall. On the oppo- 
site side of the room, 
near a sofa, the sleuths 
observed several small 
bloodstains, which 
‘aused them to surmise 
that the girl had been 
assailed as she sat or 
reclined on the _ sofa, 
and that she had man- 
aged to reach the other 
side of the room before 
her assailant felled her. 

“From the condi- 
tion of the lobes of her 
ears,”’ Dr. O'Hanlon re- 
marked, “it seems unmistakable that someone 
ripped off a pair of earrings.” 

No earrings were found-——indeed, no jewelry. 

“She must have had congenial company 
some time during the night,” said Captain Mce- 
Clusky, indicating an empty champagne bottle 
and two glasses on a table in the center of the 
room, 


THER discoveries: 

A small valise which had been cut open, 
but which still contained articles of wearing 
apparel and personal effects. 

Ten dollars in cash and a check for $13,000 
which the girl had concealed inside her expensive 
silk dress. The check, drawn on the near-by 
Garfield National Bank, had been made out to 
Emeline Reynolds, was signed by Dudley Gideon, 
and endorsed on the back by 8S. J. Kennedy. 

A card which showed that Emeline Reynolds 
had been taking a course at the American Acad- 
emy of Dramatic Art. 

A letter addressed to E. C. Reynolds, 370 
West 58th St., New York City. 

A quantity of solicitor’s contracts from a 
publishing concern which at that time was push- 
ing a 10-volume “Literature of All Nations.” 
The name “E. C. Reynolds” was designated as 
the solicitor on each of the contracts,
